Federation of Catholic Charities 
has increased its Rrants this year 
to various social services in Mont- 
real whicli include the Child Wel- 
fare Association, Victorian Order 
of Nurses, Murray Bay Convales- 
cent Home and The .lulius Rich- 
ardson Convalescent Hospital. 

Increases have also been made in 
contributions to Mental Hygiene 
Institute, Montreal Convalescent 
Hospital, Montreal and Verdun 
Schools Milk Fund and the Cana- 
dian National Institute for the 
Blind. 

A new agency. Catholic Prison- 
ers' Aid and Welfare, was estab- 
lished this year as another high- 
light In Federation of Catholic 
Charities program of service to the 
community.

The fact that man has not at- 
tained sufficient maturity to ac- 
cept reality was stressed at a lec- 
ture given last night in Moysc Hall 
by Or. Lawrence S. Kubie of Yale 
Unviersity, eminent neurologist, 
physician and psychoanalyst. Dr. 
Kubie opened the annual scries of 
lectures on living under the gen- 
eral topic "Living in Mid-Century". 
He chose as his subject "Western 
Man in Mid-Century." 

Dr. Kubie began by stating that 
at the moment the atom bomb hit 
Japan, man went on trial for his 
life. The. most dangerous part of 
thLs is that man, ruled by neurotic 
mechanism, rcfusu tn accept real- 
ity. However, this docs not mean 
that man is more neurotic now 
than he ha been in other periods 
of history. It simply means that 
he has not succeeded in becoming 
less neurotic. 

Dr. Kubie stressed the fact that 
he does not consider tiie education 
■0iys\em of today adequate. "We 
have spent years pursuing ancient 
culture which has failed." On the 
other hand, education from gram- 
mar school to college should con- 
centrate on attaining a goalofsclf- 
undcrstnnding. he staled, for un- 
less the individual understands 
himself he Is utterly incap.ible of 
understanding the outside world. 

Three influences in modern life 
liave played an outstandinK part 
in the altitude of man he declared. 
Firstly, .Medicine, which has in- 
creased the life-span of the individ- 
ual from forty to sixty years. How- 
ever, man has not progressed 'with 
medicine in becoming more mature. 
Secondly, with the development of 
industry the family is no longer a 
productive unit in itself. Thus the 
children become independent later 
the grandparents lose their inde- 
pendence and so all are thrown to- 
gether for a longer period. 
— •

Dr. Duthie States Bacon 
Not Author of Bard's Plays 



In an interview with a Montreal 
i Daily Newspaper Dr. Geo. Ian 
Duthie. M.A.. Ph.D.. Lit. stated that 
"I am a very strong opponent of 
any attempt to ascribe Shakes- 
peare's plays to anyone else but 
Shakespeare." Disproving thcschol 
o fthought supporting Francis 
Bacon. 

Professor Oulhie left the Uni- 
versity of F.dinburRh a little more 
I than a month ago and is now Mol- 
I son profcs.tor of English at Mc- 
j Gill. His own edition of King Lear 
I will be published this year. Re- 
puted as one of the greatest living 
students of Shakespeare. 

Dr. Diithie collaborated with 
John Dover WiL^on oji the new 
Cambridge Press edition of Henry 
V. He added that "There is every 
reason to suppose Shakespeare 
wrote them and little or no reason 
to think Francis Bacon wrote them. 
The writings which we know are 
undeniably Bacon's reveal a mind 
entirely different." 

The Baconian's retort that Shake- 
speare's grammar school education 



could not produce such great plays. 
The professor replies that it was 
not such a bad education at that, 
and he wouldn't be the first man 
to continue educating himself after 
graduation. Like other ardent stud- 
ents of Avon's bard. Dr. Duthie 
holds Shakespeare is timeless and 
ever applyicable in moments of 
crisis to furnish courage and com- 
fort, in fad a veritable philosophy. 

Dr. Duthie rates Lawrence 
Oliver's film production of Henry 
V an "absolutely first class." He 
feels that Shakespeare would be 
proud of this film. Professor Du- 
thie notes that Shakespeare rec- 
ognized lhal this play should not 
have been confined to the stage of 
his day; he repeatedly complains 
that he can not do justice to his 
theme with the poor capacity of the 
theatre that was available at that 
time. 

The professor, himself, teaches 
more than a hundred in his special 

Shakespeare class. He is impressed 
with the attcntivcncss of Canadian 
students and stressed the general 
helpful atmosphere at McGil.

C.CF. Club 
Hears Lews 
On Socialism 



David Lewis. Secretary of the 
National C.CF. Parly, was the 
guest speaker at a combined pnli- 
tical-social evening held last night 
in the Union by the McGill C.CF. 
Club. His topic was "Democratic 
Socialism." 

The ullimalr of llir C.C.K. 

Party. .Mr. Lewis rinrlnrcd. is tn cs- 
tai)Iifh a form of sucialisl economy 
without sacrificing one vc.;tigc of 
drnincracy. as opposed to the tvpc 
of Socialism with dictatorship 
which, he said, now exists in Soviet 
nus'ia. His outline of the party's 
program included full, continuous 
employment without economic 
crises or depressions, with equitable 
distribution of Roods and oppor- 
tunity, which, he claimed, can 
never be achieved under capitalist 
economy. 

Mr. Lewis attacked capitalism 
ns "disgusting" and "ugly." A sys- 
tem which measures its success by 
lite amount it can "grab" from 
oiher.^ will, he declared, inevitably 
result in lowered standards of 
values and behaviors, and anyone 
who willingly submit.s to it and 
supports it become les.t of a hu- 
man being for having done so. 

Denying the ability of an eco- 
nomy based purely on profit to 
serve the people, he cited the case 
of removal of price controls by the 
Liberal Party, Hitherto .scarce 
goods appeared overnight which 
had. he declared, been available 
all the time but which wer enot 
M\d because they would have pro- 
duced InsulTicienl profit. 

Summing up his arguments, Mr. 
Lewis declared that capitalism has 
not only outlived its usefulness but, 
through its intense concentration 
of wealth, has actually become a 
menace. 

A socialist government would, he 
admitted, have problems to face, 
but these problems would be more 
slouble under socialism than under 
any other form of economy. He 
warned young socialists that there 
would be many obstacles in their 
path, but said that ultimate achieve- 
ment of their alms would be ample 
compensation. 

After his address, Mr. Lewis 
:Miswe«;d questions from the floor 
and then the gathering adjourned 
to the grill room where cokes were 
served and further, more informal 
discussion took' place.

It is a singular tiling tliat tlic specialty of 
medicine in whicli llicre nrc tlic greatest ojipor- 
tunitics as judged from nliiiost any standpoint 
is tlic one wliicli sccins to appeal to tiic .«^iiialipst 
number of medical sttidénts an(l recent, medical 
graduates. Conservative cstimntes place the 
number of psycliiatrists needed by llic civilian 
population at 10,000. There arc in the United 
States somptlmig over .1,000 psycliiatrifts. 

All statistics go to slinw tiiat approximately 
50 per cent of the pracliie of any pliy.^ician is 
made up of essentially psychiatric cases, i.e., 
patients who can hn understood and treated 
adequately only l)y the use of psychiatric prin- 
ciple. Yet, in many medical schools psychiatrj' 
is a weak subject, poorly represented in the 
curriculum and regarded by most students 
as nn unnecessary extra. Besides this, they also 
point to Rcneral practitioners whose lives of 
faithful service to (he community have inspired 
them to go into mcditinn and be like them. What 
they don't realize is the fart that this is not 
what the life of llic practicing physician is 
really like. 

Patients arc sirk not only with canror and 
pneumonia hut with frnr?, inhibitions, conflirts, 
hatreds drprcssions, apparently iin<olvnble dil- 
emma' and inrsrapablo life traps. What a doctor 
ran dn tn solve <nch problem? depends, it \* 
true, partlyoi^hc character and prr^nnnlify 



of the doctor, but it als^o depends upon his 
acquisition of iTitain skills and knowledge. It 
is these which make up the science of psychiatry. 

Furtliermorc, few medical students have 
known a psychiatrist and some have (he curious 
notion that they will not make a living at it. 
The actual situation is that the demand for 
psychiatrists is so great that even inadequately 
trained men earn jinnd incomes. .Slill another 
reason that deters many students is the idea that 
psychiatric patients cannot be cured. However, 
it is a fact that many can be cured, that the 
great majority can be significantly helped and 
that the prognosis in general is probably better 
than for any other field of medicine except 
pediatrics and ob.^tetrics. Modern psychiatry is 
closely related to internal medicine and surgery 
anri consists in the main of out-patients treat- 
ment. 

.\ realization of the great need for more 
psychiatrists is rapidly spreading over the coun- 
trj' and improved facilities for graduate training 
as well as changes in the methods of under- 
graduate training are being brought about with 
encouraging swiftnes.». .Students with a flair or 
interest in fiic psychological and emotional 
factors in human life .«hould not be discouraged 
from cultivating their interests in (his field and 
obtaining training in it because of .come persist- 
ent misapprehensions.

Vets Executive Replies 3 . 

Dear Sir,— 

This belns a college in a country where freedom 
of speech docs exiâl, Mr. Rosenberg is freely per- 
mitted to direct a blast at the Executive of the Vet- 
erans' Society, but he would have been better In- 
formed had he contacted the Executive and asked 
about plans for this year. He would have learned 
that the election meeting will be at the same time, 
place and dale as last year, namely, five p.m. In the 
Union Ballroom on Wednesday, October 29th, the 
date having been set some ten days ago. Further, 
reports are prepared to point again to the activities 
during the past year and to outline proposed plans 
for the present one. These arc scheduled to be te- 
sued to nie Daily in advance of the meeting so that 
veterans may be fully acquainted with their Society. 

He would have understood also that special ar- 
rangements are being made to have membership 
cards ready for Issuance to members, during the full 
hour prior to the meeting, in a similar, but, wc hope, 
more efficient method, than that followed last year. 

A brief summary of our record show.<s that in 
Housing we have placed all veterans who ."nought as- 
sistance from us: that veterans will now be repre- 
sented on the Student Advisory Committee of the 
Placement Service which has absorbed Unl-Vct, an 
organlzaUon revived by the present Executive to aid 
student* in securing part-time employment; that the 
delegation of three from this Society, members of 
the Executive, took an active and constructive part 
In last year's National Conference of Student Vet- 
erans; that upon representation made by the Chair- 
man of the Pension Committee of this Society, the 
Federal Government reversed its previous stand and 
amended the rcgulation.»! to enable student pension- 
ers to receive their full benefits. Thte last Item 
alone has meant that student pensioners would re- 
ceive an additional sum of almost half a million dol- 
lars. 

Perhaps our failure is that we have sought to se- 
cure action and positive assistance for student vet- 
erans rather than concentrating our efforta on pro- 
paganda.

Mr. Tallmaii. I disagree! Your article of Oct. 21, 
"Time and Tide", skims over a few truths, but your 
conclusions provoke first anger and finally laugh- 
ter.

But It is nonsense to pa- 
ternally advise contemporary poets to return to the 
simple life and pastoral lyrics of earlier centuries. 
Poetry would then become merely an escape from 
life as It is found today and not an expression of it 
No, time doesn't march backwards, the slow wordi- 
ness of the old world is gone. This age Is finding 
its expression in terse phrases, scenes rich with 
meaning and underlying implications. Our complex 
and scientific world Is expressed in all our art forms 
today. 

The fact that you or anyone else does not approve 
of this change is of no consequence. It was an in- 
evitable outcome of contemporary life. The age nf 
the dreamy pastoral is past. Don't shake your fist 
at the poelj. Mr. Tallman, shake it at the world. 
Today's poets are merely doing what they have al- 
ways done. They are observing life through their 
imaginative vision and expressing it in the rhythm 
of the age. This age is the most turbulent and dy- 
namic of all, and modern poets are expressing It 
rather than escaping into "lovely lyricism". 

Furthermore you state in your article that the 
movies and the radio are narrowing the limits ol 
poetry. Are you serious? These two art forms are 
In their Infancy and are as yet Immature. Norman 
Corwin has shown us what radio can do for poetry 
and Gabriel Pascal has indicated the scope of mo. 
Uon pictures wlUi Shaw's "Caesar and Cleopatra". 

Plunging Into some more weird reasoning, Mr. 
rallman. you state that the sensitive poets have 
been FORCED to write prose which pays better 
anyway, and that the le.«s sensitive poeU arc writing 
our'rhetoric poetry of today. You have stood the 
situation on its head and reversed the roles of the 
creaUve poet and the mercenary writer.

Going Places 

with Dusty Vineberg 

There are lome people, one is 
quite certain, who would never 
suffer a stick of antiquity In their 
houses. One can Imagine the mon- 
otonous modernity of the room of 
their dreams. 

Interior decoration seems lo have 
been reduced to a stylized princi- 
ple, so that, no matter how "dif- 
ferent" the room, a monotonous 
similarity to other modern rooms is 
apparent beneath the surface. One 
buys blond square, antiseptic 
furniture, grey rugs, drapes and 
upholstery and by way of con- 
trast, one uses scarlet cushions or 
some similar startling note. Where- 
as the next room will have a 
startling effect, all the wails ex- 
cept one being white, and that 
one will be bright red. 

"Functional" is coming to denote 
clean, bright, comfortable and com- 
pletely devoid of personality. It 
once meant that an object was 
beautiful in the fulfillment of its 
purpose with utmost economy of 
line. The modern style was once n 
creative art form; it is used today 
without meaning, originality or un- 
derstanding. The outward manner 
and technique is copied without 
knowledge of the inner content. 

This uninspired copying passes 
for modern style. Modern style 
originated in Sweden, and de- 
mands, not only that each piece of 
furniture should be functional in 
ilseir, but that it should be as 
much a part of the room as the 
walls. If the real thing cannot be 
achieved, perhaps it is as well to be 
less ambitious. 

If modern style is not demanded, 
people who have neither the time 
to be outrageously original, nor 
the money or taste to be monoton- 
ously stylish, often have the homes 
with the most personality. Prere- 
quisites are a few books with 
broken backs, a few worn places in 
the carpet, a certain chair whose 
limp cushions simply will not be 
perked. Part of the furniture 
ought to look as It It had belonged 
to mother, and had not been re- 
varnished into something it was 
not and should include pieces of 
different periods as well as some 
of dubious origin. The happy hap- 
hazardnnss of the whole should 
suggest that the room had grown 
up instead of having been trans- 
ferred w'holcsale from a furniture 
store. 

For the art of furnishing a room 
In keeping with the personality of 
lU InhabltanU, and also within the 
demands o( the room Itself, ought 
not to consist of buying a group of 
new and shiny furniture and work- 
ing out a colour scheme. Every 
object in the room ought to have 
been bought for itself and not be- 
cau.w it was part of a set If it is 
old, it will contribute to the room. 
If new, it will acquire from the 
room. One cannot furnish a room 
In a morning. A room ought to be 
the work of years of acquisition. 

One of my favourite rooms has 
had nothing new added to it for 
twenty years. One can see where 
the chairs have been recovered, 
and it is quite out of style. But U 
has acquired a mellowness and per- 
sonality of iu own from having 
been constantly lived in. which It 
could not possibly have retained If 
it had been redecorated or furnish- 
ed with new belongings every two 
years. If streamlined modernity is 
to be obtained only al the price of 
indlvaduality, as too frequently 
occurs In the hands of the unwary, 
perhaps we ought to resign our- 
selves to accumulated dust, and re- 
turn to the curlicues of grandma's 
antiques. *

The Path of Glory

Amidst the debate over who saw 
what in Yugoslavia last summer 
there shines forth at least one 
hope for international understand- 
ing. lA>ok closely at the next fel- 
low-student traveller whom you 
meet on the campus. On his left 
chest you may notice a medal worn 
proudly in lioiinr of Samac-Sara- 
jevo. The medal harvest seems to 
have been as bountiful In Europe 
this year as it has been here for 
several seasons past. Perhaps the 
medalists of the world can now 
unite. 

Then all the world would speak 
in the language of medals and each 
of us would become as sounding as 
brass, perchance this is the dream 
of a peaceful age. Countries would 
exchange domestic medallions for 
foreign students and all the rail- 
roads would run on time. There 
would be decorations for students, 
for housewives, for worker.-:, for 
babies, and maybe even decorations 
for (iccor.Ttions, in other words a 
new international currency lo re- 
pliice Ft. Knox. 

However a cloud darkens the 
horizon of this glory-strewn dream, 
a cloud no bigger than a man's 
hand or a lady's pocket-book medal, 
yet it portends danger. Beware of 
a medal inflation for medals arc 
like money, things barren in them- 
selves and only useful as a medium 
of exchange. Decorations can be 
exchanged for military salutes, for 
ladles smiles and possibly for use- 
ful things like the Samac-Sara- 
jevo railway. Nevertheless, always 
there is the danger of too wide 
distribution, of making glory com- 
monplace, of honoring heroes with 
heads of clay. 

During World War 11 great 
nations suffered the ravages of 
severe médaille inflation accom- 
panied by such phenomena gener- 
ally are. by sweeping glory de- 
valuation.<i. Canadians were decor- 
ated for going to Newfoundland al- 
though Newfoundlanders had been 
coming here without honors for 
year!!, in the tinlted States ribbons 
wore brnught within reach of the 
masses when the five and ten cent 
stores began selling the gaudy 
glory by the yard. The Woman's 
Army, those dear girls who did 
such a grand job, became chest 
heavy with ribbons and were nick- 
named 'Crack Regiments.' Every- 
body had an insignia of distinc- 
tion, that Is everybody except 
Howard Hughes and Rocky Graz- 
lano and they were having nil 
kinds of other things so the tab- 
loids tell us. 

You're wondering what has this 
got to do with building the Samac- 
Sarajevo railroad and improving 
relations between Communism and 
Capitalism, when everybody knows 
that you can't build railroads with 
medals. Listen comrade, in a world 
where soap businesses can be built 
on B O, and people will lie around 
in cemeteries for centuries with 
heavy tombstones on their chests, 
medals can accomplish wonderful 
things. If we are careful about the 
distribution of our glory and East- 



ern Europe exercises similar res- 
traint some day there may be 
enough medals available to be melt; 
cd down to build more railroads. 

These decorations from Yugo- 
slavia have shown the way, they 
are helping to set a new style, 
establish a new look, put a new 
load on our chest. No longer is it 
a question of UNO or bust, we must 
pause to count the medals on the 
bust. We appreciate the pride with 
which these hard earned garlands 
are worn. Work on the Samac-Sara- 
Jevo line was hard, the food was 
plain, the Joys simple, the sun hot, 
the ideology deep, and payment not 
in gold but in glory. Let us not be 
distracted by the shine of their 
medals from noticing the gleam In 
the wearer's eye, or fall to greet 
him with the watchword of the day 
-medals to you, Comrade.

The value of Rhodes Scholar- 
ships has been temporarily increa.";- 
cd from the ba.sic annual value of 
four hundred pounds, to five hun- 
dred pounds per annum. 

RceardinK the value of scholar- 
ships Rencrally, last year $218,633 
was spent on underRraduatc and 
eraduale scholarships and bursaries 
for students at McGill, or graduates 
of McGill at other universities. 
This means that out of about 8,200 
students at McGill last year, 469 
undergraduates were studying as a 
result of winning scholarships and 
bursaries, to the value of $9.1,.'i53. 
and another 130 won postsraduale 
scholarships valuing $125.080, mak- 
ing the total of $218.633. 

The total amount spent on schol- 
arships has been steadily rising: 
The value o( awards to undergrad- 
uates for the session 1944-43 was 
$73,776, and to graduates the 
amount was $68.480; for the 1943-40 
session the amount received by 
undergraduates was $82,521, and for 
postgraduate work the awards to- 
talled $120,054; last year's totals of 
$93,553 and $125,080, respectively, 
follows the gene'ral trend upward 
in the amount of money spent on 
the recognition of students' work.
